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AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BI LL 2809

AMENDMENT NO. . Anend House Bill 2809 by replacing

everything after the enacting clause with the foll ow ng:

"Section 5. The State Finance Act is anmended by changi ng

Section 25 as foll ows:

(30 ILCS 105/25) (from Ch. 127, par. 161)

Sec. 25. Fiscal year limtations.

(a) Al appropriations shal | be avai |l abl e for
expenditure for the fiscal year or for a |lesser period if the
Act making that appropriation so specifies. A deficiency or
energency appropriation shall be available for expenditure
only through June 30 of the year when the Act nmaking that
appropriation is enacted unless that Act otherw se provides.

(b) OQutstanding liabilities as of June 30, payable from
appropriations which have otherw se expired, may be paid out
of the expiring appropriations during the 2-nonth period
endi ng at the close of business on August 31. Any service
involving professional or artistic skills or any personal
services by an enpl oyee whose conpensation is subject to
i ncome tax w thhol ding nust be performed as of June 30 of the
fiscal year in order to be considered an "outstanding

liability as of June 30" that is thereby eligible for paynent
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out of the expiring appropriation.

However, paynment of tuition reinbursenent clainms under
Section 14-7.03 or 18-3 of the School Code may be made by the
State Board of Education fromits appropriations for those
respective purposes for any fiscal year, even though the
clains reinbursed by the paynent may be clains attributable
to a prior fiscal year, and paynents nmay be nade at the
direction of the State Superintendent of Education from the
fund from which the appropriation is nade wi thout regard to
any fiscal year limtations.

Medi cal paynents may be made by the Departnent of
Veterans' Affairs fromits appropriations for those purposes
for any fiscal vyear, wthout regard to the fact that the
nmedi cal services being conpensated for by such paynent may
have been rendered in a prior fiscal year.

Medi cal paynents nay be made by the Departnent of Public
Aid and child care paynents may be made by the Departnent of
Human Services (as successor to the Departnent of Public Aid)
from appropriations for those purposes for any fiscal year,
w thout regard to the fact that the nedical or <child care
services being conpensated for by such paynent may have been
rendered in a prior fiscal year; and paynents nay be made at
t he direction of the Departnent of Central Mnagenent
Services fromthe Health Insurance Reserve Fund and the Local
Governnment Health | nsurance Reserve Fund wthout regard to
any fiscal year limtations.

Additionally, paynents my be made by the Departnent of
Human Services fromits appropriations, or any other State
agency from its appropriations wth the approval of the
Department of Human Services, fromthe Immgration Reform and
Control Fund for purposes authorized pursuant to t he
| mrm gration Reformand Control Act of 1986, w thout regard to
any fiscal year limtations.

Further, wth respect to costs incurred in fiscal years
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2002 and 2003 only, paynents may be nmde by the State
Treasurer fromits appropriations fromthe Capital Litigation
Trust Fund without regard to any fiscal year limtations.

(c) Further, paynents nay be made by the Departnment of
Public Health and the Departnment of Human Services (acting as
successor to the Departnent of Public Health wunder the
Department of Human Services Act) from their respective
appropriations for grants for nedical care to or on behal f of
persons suffering from chronic renal di sease, persons
suffering from henophilia, rape victins, and premature and
high-nortality risk infants and their nothers and for grants
for supplenental food supplies provided under the United
States Departnent of Agriculture Winen, Infants and Children
Nutrition Program for any fiscal year without regard to the
fact that the services being conpensated for by such paynment
may have been rendered in a prior fiscal year.

(d) The Departnent of Public Health and the Depart nment
of Human Services (acting as successor to the Departnment of
Public Health wunder the Departnent of Human Services Act)
shal |l each annually submt to the State Conptroller, Senate
President, Senate Mnority Leader, Speaker of the House,
House Mnority Leader, and the respective Chairnen and
M nority Spokesnmen of the Appropriations Conmttees of the
Senate and the House, on or before Decenber 31, a report of
fiscal year funds used to pay for services provided in any
prior fiscal year. This report shall docunment by program or
service category those expenditures from the nobst recently
conpleted fiscal year wused to pay for services provided in
prior fiscal years.

(d-5) Appropriations to the Department of Professional

Reqgulation to establish the 1llinois Center for Nursing

pursuant to item (iv-5) of subsection (e) of Section 20-40 of

the Nursing and Advanced Practice Nursing Act are not subject

to the fiscal vear l|limtations established under this
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Section.

(e) The Departnent of Public Aid and the Departnment of
Human Services (acting as successor to the Departnent of
Publ i c Ai d) shall each annually submt to the State
Comptroller, Senate President, Senate Mnority Leader,
Speaker of the House, House Mnority Leader, the respective
Chairmen and Mnority Spokesnen of the  Appropriations
Comm ttees of the Senate and the House, on or before Novenber
30, a report that shall docunent by programor service
category those expenditures fromthe nost recently conpleted
fiscal year used to pay for (i) services provided in prior
fiscal years and (ii) services for which clains were received
in prior fiscal years.

(f) The Departnent of Human Services (as successor to
the Departnment of Public Aid) shall annually submt to the
State Conptroller, Senate President, Senate Mnority Leader,
Speaker of the House, House Mnority Leader, and the
respective Chai r men and Mnority Spokesnen of t he
Appropriations Conmttees of the Senate and the House, on or
bef ore Decenber 31, a report of fiscal year funds used to pay
for services (other than nedical care) provided in any prior
fiscal year. This report shall docunment by program or
service category those expenditures fromthe nost recently
conpleted fiscal year used to pay for services provided in
prior fiscal years.

(g) In addition, each annual report required to be
submtted by the Departnent of Public A d wunder subsection
(e) shall include the following information with respect to
the State's Medicaid program

(1) Explanations of the exact causes of t he
vari ance between the previous year's estinmated and act ual
lTabilities.

(2) Factors affecting the Departnment of Public

Aid's liabilities, including but not limted to nunbers
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of aid recipients, levels of nedical service utilization

by aid recipients, and inflation in the cost of nedical

servi ces.

(3) The results of the Departnent's efforts to
conbat fraud and abuse.

(h) As provided in Section 4 of the CGeneral Assenbly
Conpensation Act, any utility bill for service provided to a
General Assenbly nenber's district office for a period
including portions of 2 consecutive fiscal years may be paid
fromfunds appropriated for such expenditure in either fiscal
year.

(1) An agency which admnisters a fund classified by the
Comptroller as an internal service fund may issue rules for

(1) billing wuser agencies in advance based on
estimated charges for goods or services;

(2) issuing credits during the subsequent fiscal
year for all user agency paynents received during the
prior fiscal year which were in excess of the fina
anounts owed by the user agency for that period; and

(3) issuing catch-up billings to wuser agencies
during the subsequent fiscal year for anounts remaining
due when paynents received fromthe wuser agency during
the prior fiscal year were less than the total anount
owed for that period.

User agencies are authorized to reinburse internal service
funds for catch-up billings by vouchers drawn against their
respective appropriations for the fiscal year in which the
catch-up billing was issued.

Act is anmended by changi ng Section 20-40 and adding Sections
5-16 and 5-18 as foll ows:

Sec. 5-16. 1llinois Center for Nursing. The Departnent
shall create the Illinois Center for Nursing, the goals of
which shall include, but not be limted to, all of the
follow ng:
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(1) To develop a strategic statewide plan for

nur si Nng resour ces.

(2) To convene nultidisciplinary groups to review

the work of the Center and evaluate policy inmplications.

(3) To enhance and pronobte nurse recognition,

reward, and renewal activities across the State.

(4) To create a dynam c system for projecting nurse

wor kf orce supply and denmand.

(5) To conduct biennial surveys of nurses to track

retirenent plans and issues inpacting nurses in the

(6) To conduct biennial surveys of nurse enployers

to neasure changes in demand and skill m Xx.

(7) To eval uat e popul ati on denoqgr aphi cs and

available health indicator data to determ ne how they

relate to the demand for nursing services.

(8) To project how changes in the health care

delivery system including the use of technol ogy, wll

effect nursing demand in terns of nunber and educati onal

(9) To study the relationship between various

staffing nodel s and pati ent outcones.

(10) To pronpte an adequate nursing workforce in

terns of nunbers, diversity, educational mx, and

geoqr aphi c distribution.

(11) To develop creative nechanisns to attract a

di verse group of students to nursing as an attractive and

vi abl e career option.
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(12) To develop strategies for ensuring adequate

nunbers of faculty who are prepared to nentor students in

a changing health care system

(13) To nonitor educational trends, i ncl udi ng

applications, enrollnents, and graduate outcones.

(14) To provide resources and prograns designed to

pronote recognition and retention.

(15) To pronpte collaboration bet ween nur si ng

educati on and practice to det er m ne necessary

conpet enci es and desi gn professi onal practice.

(16) To develop and support nursing education and

nursing practice collaborative efforts at the regi onal

and State | evel.

(17) To provide funding for the planning and

i mpl enentation of denonstration projects of professional

practice nodels, with an enphasis on staffing nodels.

(18) To pronpte, inform and educate the public as

to the inpact of nurses in health care delivery.

The Illinois Center for Nursing shall work in conjunction

wth t he [llinois Coalition for Nursing Resources in

acconplishing its goals.

Sec. 5-18. Advanced Practice Nurses Services G ant

Pr ogr am The Departnent shall establish the Advanced

Practi ce Nurses Services G ant Program the gqgoals of which

shall include, but not be limted to, the foll ow ng:

(1) To create a statewide plan to pronpte awareness

anong the underserved popul ations of APN services in

their area.

(2) To develop a mechanismto provide underserved

popul ati on access to APN services.

Sec. 20-40. Fund. There is hereby created within the

State Treasury the Nursing Dedicated and Professional Fund.

The

monies in the Fund may be used by and at the direction of
Departnent for the adm nistration and enforcenent of this
including but not limted to:

(a) Distribution and publication of the Nursing and
Advanced Practice Nursing Act and the rules at the tinme
of renewal to all persons licensed by the Departnent
under this Act.

(b) Enpl oynment of secretari al, nur si ng,
adm nistrative, enforcenent, and other staff for the
adm nistration of this Act.

(c) Conducting a survey, as prescribed by rule of
the Departnent, once every 4 years during the |icense
renewal peri od.

(d) Conducting of training semnars for |icensees
under this Act relating to t he obl i gati ons,
responsi bilities, enforcenent and other provisions of the
Act and its rules.

(d-5) Establishment and operation of the |Illinois

Center for Nursing as provided for in Section 5-16.

(d-6) Funding for the Advanced Practice Nurses

Services Grant Program

(e) Disposition of Fees:

(i) (Blank).

(ti) Al of the fees and fines collected
pursuant to this Act shall be deposited in the
Nur si ng Dedi cated and Prof essional Fund.

(tit) For the fiscal year beginning July 1,
1988, the noneys deposited in the Nursing Dedicated
and Professional Fund shall be appropriated to the

Departnent for expenses of the Departnment and the
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Board in the admnistration of this Act. All
earnings received frominvestnent of noneys in the
Nursing Dedicated and Professional Fund shall be
deposited in the Nursing Dedicated and Professional
Fund and shall be used for the sane purposes as fees
deposited in the Fund.

(tv) For the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2001 and for each fiscal year thereafter, $750, 000
of the noneys deposited in the Nursing Dedicated and
Prof essional Fund each year shall be set aside and
appropriated to the Illinois Departnent of Public
Health for nursing schol arshi ps awarded pursuant to
t he Nur si ng Educati on Schol arship Law.
Representatives of the Departnment and the Nursing
Educati on Schol arshi p Program Advi sory Council shal
review this requirenment and the scholarship awards
every 2 years.

(iv-5) For the fiscal year beginning July 1,

2004, $1, 000,000 of the nobneys deposited into the

Nursing Dedicated and Professional Fund shall be

appropriated to the Departnent to be used to

establi sh t he Illinois Center for Nursing as

provided for in Section 5-16 and subsection (d-5) of

this Secti on.

(iv-6) For the fiscal year beginning July 1,

2004, and each fiscal year thereafter, $150, 000 of

t he noneys deposited into the Nursing Dedicated and

Pr of essi onal Fund shall be appropriated to the

Departnment to be used to fund the Advanced Practice

Nurses Services Grant Program as provided for in

Section 5-18 and subsection (d-6) of this Section.

(v) Mneys in the Fund may be transferred to
the Professions Indirect Cost Fund as authorized

under Section 2105- 300 of the Departnent of
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Prof essi onal Regul ation Law (20 ILCS 2105/2105-300).
